REMARKS ON PAUPERISM. NO.IV. 
The poor look up to’the rich, thd intelligent; and 
influential for examplés. If these*be immoral, the in- 
digent will imitate thém as far as cirtumstances will 
allow, much to their own injury. If the rich ‘man 
drinks bis wine and old Hollands; the péor man tels 
justified in-gettng “as drunk as’a Lord’? on New 
England rein or potato whiskey. If the Fathets of 
the town be not always sober, can théy expect the 
hard working laborer to’ be more circumspect? If the 
former disrégard wholesome laws against immorali- 
ties, can they enforce thém against the latter ! 
The overbearing conduct of the putse-prowd to- 
wards the nore untortundte classés in society, is cal- 
culated to sour their dispésitions, discourage their ef- 
forts for seélf-support, and render them more. and 
more depe lent. ‘The laborer is worthy of his hire ;” 
he should Mabor with diligence’ and faithfulness, and 
his employér ought té be just and prompt in returns. 
How very trifling, how very inadequate, is the com- 
pensation made to poor females for their toil 7 espe- 
cially to such as take in at théir homes the work of 
clothing-stores and thé like. 
On the othr hand, panperisny may be encouraged 
by too great indulgente to the vicious, idle poor.— 
Those who haye corporeal and mental capacity for 
sel¥-sapporf’ have nd claims on public charity. If 
they are bvo idle or too intemperate ‘to support them- 
selves, the strong arm of law ‘should place them un- 
der the discipliire of a well adapted Housé ef Cor- 
rection and Reformation, wheve they could receive 
wholesome lessons in industry and temperanée. This 
would be a moré merciful course towards the idle 
drmikard, than to allow him to’be supported half of 
his time in an alins-hotise, and (6 spend the éther half 
in destroying his’ consfitetion by Iéathsome excessés. 
lnjudicious giving of alms, instead of benefiting the 
recipients, promotes idleness and misconduct, and 
tends to eréate and perpetuate pauperism. While 
the really destitute ougtit always to be promptly re- 
lieved by thése-who can afford #, a sound discretion 
should be @xercised regarding the amount and kind 
of relief administered. Charity should be bestowed 
on the suffering sick, the widowand the fatherless, 
and these mifst he sought out atid cheeréd.. They 
will not often come to your doers, or assail you in 
the street. Sueh inportunity is characteristic of the 
idle unworthy poor. It is as nruch a duty to refuse 
alms'to the unworthy, as to bestow them on the wor- 
thy object. 
Families in ‘this city, able to support themselves, 
are knowrto obtain nearly all théir food amd clothing 
by employing children to beg from housé to house, 
while the adults live in idleness and vice. Wretches, 
who have no children of their own, have taken boys 
and girls, to be specially employed in this service.— 
Such youth attend no schools ; they are deserving of 
commiseration. 
A female could be named, who employed several 
children for years, begging “cold victuals” with such 
success that she actually supplied a large boarding 
establishment, and thrived in- this way.till sbe had 
several hundred dollars deposited in bank. ’ 
Another female occupied her time aud talént for 
several weeks “in going from door to door, stating in 
doleful tones that her “gude man” was just dead, and 
asking only ‘for a single article’“‘to lay him out da- 
cently,” whike wer aid spouse was at work in a mud 
scow, or else drinking his earnings in a licensed grog 


shop. 
Such imposters shénld“be ‘dealt with ‘as the law 
directs.” fore charity is bestowed on ‘beggars, 


whether adults or clilldven, the’ benevolent friend of 
the poor should follow them homée, and ascertain their 
actual character and conditions A gentleman‘ from 
the country was met in the street by a little girk, who 
hacl a well-conned tale of siekness and want in her 
mother’s family to rehearse. She asked for a six- 
pence to buy bread for her starving mother and young 
sisters ; it was giten her. A moment after the gen- 
tleman reflected that he perhaps had done wrong in 
giving, and he immediately turned to see what use 
was to be made of the six-pence. The girl went di- 
rectly to a groeery, pulled a bottle’ out of her gown 
sleeve, and called fora pint of gin. The gentleman

Motives of parsimony, selfishness, and a desire to 
avoid trouble, in: ns well able to assist others, 
ve driven meaty to, permanent pauperism. It is 
quite too common, when individuals or families are 
afflicted with some temporary sickness or embarrass- 
ment, for those who ought to’aid them, to advise them 
to spply to the overseers for aid, or urge them into 
the Poor house, and thus destroy their moral courage 
and self respect. 
The numerous charitable associations for the relief 
of the poor, acting independently of each other, dis- 
Pensing in the aggregate a large amount, tend to in- 
crease the poverty they are designed tu relieve.— 
Impostors take advantages, especially of inexperi- 
enced almoners of charity, and draw argely on the 
charities intended for the virtuous sufferer. While 





we honor humane motives of the patrons of these so- 
cieties, we fully believe that they would accomplish 
much'more good could they concentrate their opera- 
ions; even with less pecuniary means.

Dr. Chalmers, an 
emifieut Séottish divine and political economist, treats 
the subject as follows : “{Vhis System Of legal charity 


by a direet tendency to multiply its objects : there 1s 
more of unprovided want in every region it lights up- 
on, than there would have been without its ministra- 
tions. Beyond the margin of its operations, there 1s 
a far greater mass of unrevealed aud unteached mise- 
ry than we should have had in toto had uo such sys- 
tem been instituted. In otter words, public charity 
so far from narrowing the territoty of human wretch- 
edness has widened and extended it; and thus left a 
greater field than it first entered upon, for’ the exer- 
cise of that private charity, which tt has at the same 
lime weakened both in its means and in its motivés. 
It has deadened the charity of relatives, the charity 
of iminediate neighbors, the charity of the affluent. It 
has, therefore, wrought a double mischief, creating a 
greater amount of wretchedness than before, and 
congealing the sources whence it might naturally 
have béen relieved. It has generated vice ; low and 
loathsome dissipation; the profligacy of youth, with 
all the mischief that proceeds from idleness, and thro’ 
which thé pauperism of England has become so deep- 
ly responsible for its immoralities and its crimes.”— 
An American philanthropist, Rev. Dr. Tuckerman, 
who ha$ thoroughly examined and discussed this sub- 
ject holds the following principles: ‘ That  provis- 
ions for the’ poor are the proper objects, not of legal 
enactment, but of Christian humanity and charts 
that this*humanity and charify, if left unfettered by 


the indig@nt atid necessitoys 5 afd that the result of 
the interpositions of human laWs t# sectife obedierte 
to the moral law of charity, eter has been, and is, an 
increased and frightfully inereasing extent of beggary 
and crime.” : : 
Especially may the law making express provision 
for foreign paupers be regarded as productive of eyil. 
It draws hundreds of idle vagrants inte the State, 
who, 6u being taken into the alms houses avow their 
determination not to labor, saying, that their board is 
paid by the Commonwealth. These depraved, de- 
graded beings live an irregular, wandering life when 
out of prisons and poor houses; sometimes begging, 
sometimes stealing, prectising a variety of impositions 
on the community. They generally shift for them- 
selves in sammér, but at the approach of winter, or 
when attacked by, disease, as they necessarily oflen 
must be, ¢overed with rags and vermin, they resort 
fo alps houses, and’ demand what they call their share 
of the public bounty. If refused in one town they go 
} to another, till they gain admittance at a poor, house, 
jand stay in. till better health, clothing, weather, 
and a requisition to labor induce them to desert ; when 
they uSually steal from their associates all they can 
lay their hunds on.

Cromwell, next to Bona- 
parte the most extraordinary chpratter of medern 
titles, was born at Huntingdon fEng.), April 25th, 
1599) of a Fespectable and ancient family—his mother 
being remotely connected with King Charles I, whose 
execution the son subsequently brought about. He is 
said to have had some narrow escapes from dleath- 
among which it is mentidned that a monkey once 
siezed him from his cradle, and bolting with him from 
thie window, ran with him for some minutes along the 
lead of the root. Tilis peril and some others, howev- 
er, he escaped. The authoi of his “ Life and Times” 
tells a well-authenticated story of liis meeting Chatle’, 
+when a boy of nearly his own age, at the house of his 
‘uncle Sir Oliver, in 1694, when the Prince was on his 
way from Scotland to London : the two boys had not 
been log together’hefore Charles aiid his companion 
disagreed ; aid as the former was then as weakly as 
the other was strong, if was no wonder that the royal 
visitant was worsted.

The weight or beef lost in roasting ap- 
pears to be 32 Ibs. in every 100 Ibs. - 

6 pieces of beef, weighing 90 Ibs. Jost in baking 27 
Ibs. Weight lost by beef in baking, 30 Ibs. in cach 
100 Ibs. 

27 legs of mutton, weighing 260 Ibs. lost in boiling, 
aud by having the shank bones taken off, 62 lbs. 4 
ozs. The shank bones were estimated at 4 ozs. exeh; 
therefore the loss in boiling 63 Ibs. 8 ozs. The loss 
of weight in legs of muttoa ia boiling is 21} lbs. in 
each 100 Ibs. 

35 shoulders of mutton, weighing 359 Ibs. lost in 
roasting 108 Ibs. 10 ozs. The less of weight in shoul- 
ders of matton by roasting is about 314 ibs. in each 
100 Ibs. 

16 loins of mutton, weighing 144 lbs. lost in weigh!

sent; but George Covier examined every thing with

explanations by cutting the whole out in papes. 


* His Persoy. In person M. Cuvier was mode- 
rately tall, and in youth slight; bat the sedentary na- 
ture of his lite had indueed corpulence in his later 


years, and his extreme near-sightedness brought on a 
slight stoop in the shoalders. “His hair had been 
Jight in color, and to the last flowed in the most pic- 
turesque curls, over one of the fmest heads that ever 
was seen. The immense portion of brain in that head 
was remarked by Messrs. Gall and Spurzhein, as 
beyond all that they had ever beheld; an opinion 
which was confirmed after death. 
remarkably regular and handsome, the nose acqui- 
line, the mouth full of benevolence, the forehead most 
ample ; but it is impossible for any description to do 
justice to his éyes: they at once combined intellect, 
vivacity, archness and sweetness ; and long before 


we lost him, I used to watch their elevated expression

As if know- 
ing the few opportunities there were of conversing 
with him, he suffered himself to be constantly inter- 
rupted, and never hesitated giving the desired infor- 
mation concerning public or private circumstances ; 
and frequently, when the former were not immediate- 
ly comprehended, he would set forth the subject in 
all its hearings, till it was perfectly anderstood. The 
breakfast took place generally ot ten; but M. Cuvier 
had almost always risen at seven, or even before that 
time, had prepared his papers for the day, had ar- 
ranged the occupations of his assistants, and had re- 
ceived most of his visiters. Some intimate friends 
frequently called on him at this hour, because they 
were sure to find him at home. His usual practice 
was to read the newspapers as he ate bis breakfast, 
or look over the books for the use of primary schools 
sent for his inspection, Still, if any one of the family 
were missing, he would inquire for the absent person 
with the utmost solicitude ; and ever if the conversa- 
tion were unusually animated, he insisted upon know- 
ing the whole, though he seldom raised his eyes from 
the paper. 
and then came the routine of his numerous oceupa- 
tions ; and when tt was his turn to be direetor of the 
Jardin, before going to the Council, &c., he would 
take his way, amid the trees, to the Mnseum of Nat- 
eral History, followed by secretaries, aide-natural- 
ists, students, &e., bearing the treasures whieh had 
just been finished in the stuffing laboratories, and 
which were arranged in their respective cases under 
his superintendence. His earriage was generally 
panctaal te the moment appointed, and no one was 
allowed to keep him waiting; and, in fact, no one 
would do ao, if possible to avoid it, for it vexed him 
exceedingly ; though I used to think sometimes that 
Tsaw a faint smile on bis countenance, when we flew 
down stairs, our gloves iv our hands, and our shawls 
streaming after us. The instant he had given his or- 
ders, he would thrust himself into a corner, and re- 
sume his reading or writing, suffering us to talk as 
much as we pleased.

Phe period 
of leave granted to my poor friend having expired, 
he set out from his father’s house a few days ago in 
perfect health, to rejoin his regiment. (‘This he told 
me a few hours betore he died.) When he got to 
Birmingham, he said he had a curious taste in his 
mouth, which made him not relish his breakfast as 
well as usual. However, it gave him no alarm, nor 
did he again think of it till he got to Shrewsbury, 
when he tound he had a great disrelish to both eata- 
bles and drinkables when put before him, although he 
felt an inclination to eat and drink when not before 
him. He eould not account for this, but observed he 
felt no alarm, until he called for porter, feeling thirs- 
ty. When it was brought, he put it into his mouth, 
but the moment he took a mouthful, he dashed the 
glass from his lips, and spilt the porter over the table, 
and I believe the passengers rose up and said be 
was mad. This extraordiuary feeling, of not bemg 
able to eatand drink, though he wished te do so, 
caused him some uneasiness, though he was willing 
to believe it was the effeet of a sore throat, and com- 
Torted himself under this idea. He proceeded by the 
ceaci to Holydead, ruminating what could be the 
cause of this Sensation, when the coach passed a small 
lake of water, the surface of which being ruftled by 
the wind, he immediately shuddered at the sight, and 
with akind of horror he could not describe, hid his 
face with his hands ; for the first time, the dreadful 
idea of hydrophobia struck him. When he arrived at 
Holyhead, he wished to wash before dinner, and cal- 
led for water ; when it was brough to hima, and in the 
act of putting it towards his face, he screamed vio- 
lently, threw the water about the room, and Was con- 
vulsed for some time: the servant left the room 
alarmed. He then tried to elean his teeth, but could 
not get the brash into his mouth, on account of the 
water remaining upon it. The packet by this time 





was ready tosail, aud he embarked. Poor fellow! 
while he was relating his sad tale to me, we were sit- 
ting together by the fireside, he having just landed 
rom Holyhead, which place he sailed trom the night 
before; consequently, this was the third day only 
since his attack at Shrewsbury. He had been on 
sore about two hours, and had ordered a coach, and 
drove up to the royal barracks. 
tell me, on his arrival, of the symptoms he had expe- 
rienced on his journey, he greeted me on our first 
meeting with * How are you my dear fellow? Hee 


I affected to laugh at it, but was much shecked, and 


tiot be so, for he thought he should bave died coming 
on shore in the boat; he was so much affected at the 
sight of the water, that they were obliged to cover 
him, in order that he might not see it. He also ob- 
served, that ifhe had remained on board one day 
longer, he felt convineed that he should have died 
mad. 1 was still inelined to think there might be a 
good deal of imagination in my friend, and encdeav- 
ored to persuade him to believe so; although I can- 
not deseribe the poignancy of my feelings at hearing- 
him relate what he suflered at intervals since he leit 
Shrewsbury. 

In the course of our conversation, some dogs began 
to bark in the barrack-yard : he sprang up suddenly 
trom his chair, looking ever my shoulder, and said in 
a hurried manner, ‘Dogs!’

When 
he had taken off the rind, he put a small piece into 
his mouth; but as soon as he felt the liquid, he be- 
came greatly eonvulsed, spit out the orange, and gave 
an inward scream. When he recovered himself, he 
burst into a fit of laughter, and said ‘ There! was not 
that like the bark of adog”” A physician arrived 
soon after who is eminent in Dublin. As soon as he 
entered the room, the poor fellow apologised to him 
for having given him the trouble to come, as he tho’t 
he had symptoms of hydrophobia, but believed it was 
only the effect ef a sore throat, therefore would give 
him no further trouble. He appeared to catch at any 
thing which might give hopes of life. We were very 
anxious to learn the deeision of the physician on leav- 
ing the room : upon inquiry, he pronounced his death 
to be inevitable. It is unnecessary to describe the 
state of our minds on receiving this melancholy news :

FOREIGN EXTRACTS. 

ExTraorpinary Forrirupr. <A gentleman 
came from Camborne, Cornwall, two years since, and 
consulted the medical officer of the Plymouth Eve 
Infirmary, on aecount of a shot whieh entered his left 
eye-ball four years and a half before, viz: In Febru- 
ary 1827, from a gun fired at a woodeock by another 
person, producing instant blindness in the left eye, 
and unceasing pain from that time. In exploring the 
eye for the shot, through a fistulous opening in the 
selerotica, a bony and chrystallized lens was extract- 
ed, and with it the supposed cause of his suffering, 
then attributed to the spicule of bone. In February, 
1833, the same gentleman returned to Plymouth, 
and said that the shot must still be lodged in the eye, 
as his pain was most acute, and his fear of losing the 
other eye from sympathy very great. A seeond ope- 
ration was performed, at his particular request, and 
the anterior part of his left eye removed, and the 
vitreous humor seooped out. The eye supphurted 
and sunk, but still no shot was found. 
On the 23d instant, he came a third time to Ply- 
mouth, fearing blinduess also in his right eye, and 
requested to have the remaining portion of bis left 
eye extirpated ; this was done. In that part of the 
optic nerve which expands and forms the retina, was 
found a duck shot, impacted so firmly that a consid- 
erable effort was required to detach it from its bed, 
in which it most have been fixed for six years and six 
mouths, closely embraced by the nerve. Such was 
the patient’s extreme fortitude, that not even was his 
hand raised, nor a syllable of complaint uttered dur- 
ing the whole operation, certainly the most painful 
that can be pes wane on thehumantrame. The pa-

About, seventeen years since, a young peasant 
girl, possessed of a very agreeable figure, was 
placed at Paris in the serviee of a man depraved by 
all the vices eousequent on the corruption of great 
Smitten with her charms, he tried every 
method to seduce; but she was virtuons, and resist- 
ed. The prudence of this girl only irritated the pas- 
sion of her master, whe determined on the most hor- 
rible revenge. He secretly conveyéd into her box 
many things belonging to him with his name. He 
then exelaimed that be was robbed, called in a co.t.- 
missary (a ministerial officer of justice) and made 
his deposition. The girl’s box was searched, and 
the things were discovered. The unhappy servant 
wasimprisoned. She defended herself only by her 
tears : she had no evidence to prove that she did not 
put the property inher box; and her only answer to 
the interrogatories was, that she was innocent. The 
judges had no suspicion of the depravity of the aecu- 
ser, whose station was respectable, and they admin- 
istered the law in allits rigor; a rigor undoubtedly 
excessive, which ought to disappear from our code 
to give place to a simple but cer penalty which 
leave fewer crimes unpunished The innocent girl 
was condemned to be hanged. The dreadful office 
was ineffectually performed, as it was the first attempt 
of the son of the great executioner. A surgeon had 
purchased the bedy for dissection, and it was con- 
veyed to his house. On that evening, being about 
to open her bead, he perecived a gentle warmth.a- 
bout the body, ‘The dissecting knife fell from his 
hand, and he placed in his bed her whom he was 
about to disseet. His efforts to restore her to life 
were effectual ; and at the same time he sent fora 
priest, on whose discretion and experience he could 
depend, in order to consult him on this strange event 
as well as to have him for a witness of his conduct. 
The moment the unfortunate girl opened her eyes 
she believed herself in the other world, and perceiv- 
ing the figure of the priest, who had a marked and 
majestic countenance, (for I know him, and it is 
from him that [ have this facet.) she joined her hands 
tremblingly, and exclaimed ‘ Eternal Father, you 
know my innocence; have pity on me!’ In this 
manner she continued to invoke the eeclesiastic, be- 
lieving in her simplicity, that she beheld her God. 
They were long in persuading her that she was not 
dead—so much had the idea of the punishment and 
of death possessed her imagination. Nothing could 
he more touching and more expressive than the cry 
of an innocent being, who thus approached towar-!s 
him whom she regarded as her Supreme Judge; in- 
dependently of her affecting beauty, this single spec- 
tacle was sufficient to create the most lively interest 
in the breast of an observing and sensible man.
